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POLL INDICATES 
REAGAN TO REIGN

If the presidential election 
were to be held today, whom 
would you vote for? This is 
a question frequently asked 
American voters during the 
last few months of every elec¬ 
tion year. 

Highpoint conducted its own 
presidential pieference poll 
among both the faculty and 
student body. The results of 
the faculty vote were: 11 votes 
or 22% for incumbent Presi¬ 
dent Carter; Ronald Reagan, 
the Republican challenger, re¬ 
ceived 21 votes or 41%; 
independent candidate John 
Anderson received 17 votes or 
33%. The student results were 
as follows: 354 votes went to 
President Carter, giving him 
26% of the votes; indepen¬ 
dent candidate John Ander- 
-son received 172 votes or 12%; 
Republican party candidate 
Ronald Reagan won the race 
with 657 votes or 47%. 

Combining both faculty and 
student returns, Carter re¬ 
ceived 365 votes or 26%, 
Anderson came in second with 


189 votes or 14%, and Ronald 
Reagan won with 678 votes or 
48%. 

The remaining 12% who 
voted cast their ballots for 
either one of the write-in 

candidates, Edward Clark of 
the Libertarian Party, or the 
Citizens Party candidate, 
Barry Commoner. 

Also included in the returns 
were Senator Ted Kennedy, 
Bess Myerson, and former 

President Richard Nixon. 

It is easy to understand 
why fifty-five people refrained 
from voting for any of the 
candidates. Carter, Reagan, 
and Anderson don’t offer much 
of a choice. And the many 
alternatives get little or no 

press coverage. 

All of this makes obvious 
the need for reform in both 
the political process and 
among the media. Voter 
apathy is going to continue if 
changes don’t occur. This 
simple high school poll is an 
obvious indication of this 
truth. And on this serious 

note let me type this last 
WORD.
